In Cuba. 

WENT TO JOIN TUE INSUROENTS.

PHnjUQSLPHU, Jan. 11.— James Ma- 
gnin of thif dtj, Jeremiah Bonds of 
New York and Obarlet W. Allen of 
Stamford, Conn., hare just rtAched this 
dtj after a thrilliuR expcriciic*^ in Cnba, 
in coarse of which William Barry of 
New York, WM shot and UUed by 
Spaniarda. 

On the 10th of hurt September the trio 
mentioned, in Qompany yrith Bany, 
started for Onba, to join the foroee of 
the belligerents and anived in Eb^vana 
Sept. 911. Here ther fell in with Josef 
Ruiz, a Cnban patriot, who TOtanteered 
to guide the quartette to the retreat oc- 
cupied by tbeOnbancotnmsnders. They 
headed for the Pinar del Rio district 
and when near ICariel in the Guanajaz 
district, were surprised by a body of 
about no Spaniards. 

They were taken prisoners, searched 
and finding papt^rs coiiiirniiuK sus])i( - 
ions on Ruiz, held a eonsnltation iuid 
decid(!d to kill all the priMonei-s. Tin- 
conversiition was carried on in Spanisli, 
but Ruiz inteqireted their remarks for 
his American friends. Reeognizing the 
desperate situation in -which tliey had 
pliU'ed tlieniselves, tin? (iniutette il(>cid- 
ed to risk their lives in a vigorous elTort 
to escape, rather than to wait and be 
shot. 

Magnire rolled over to Ruiz and the 
young Cuban us(h1 his tet tli witli sucli 
success that he soon liad Ma;<uire's bunds 
cut through. Magnire then took a ptai- 
knife and liberat«id his companions. It, 
was dark, but the moon shi d light suf- 
ficient to illuminate the ground for 
some distance. With a rush the live 
men ran to the spot where they noticed 
some machetes and pans. They armed 
themselves each with a machete, re- 
volver and belts full of ammunitdon. 
Then they atteiiiped to get away, but 
the Spaniards pursued, firing a deadly 
volley after their escaping prisoners. 
Barry fell, shot through the neart. at 
the nest fire and Bond's right arm was 
perforated by a bullet. 

The surviving four succeeded in out- 
distancing theur pursuers. They made 
every effort to gist back and recover 
Barry's body, however, bat were nnsuo- 
ceasim and were compelled to make 
their way further into the mountainous 
regions of Pinar del Bio, and after a 
tarturous and wearisome joomey they 
arrived in the rurion of San Cristobal. 

A few days afterward they were re- 
o^itored bj a band of Spanish patrolers. 
Thehr hands were tied behind their 
baoks and the^ wera oompelUd to 
march for adiinnoeof 0?«r 10 miles, 
when thej were thrown into a prison. 
The next day the^ were forced to march 
Main until late in the afternoon, when 
they were put in another prison, and so 
they were marched from prison to 
prison until Havana was readied. Hero 
they were thrown into a well-guanled 
prison, where they were sejjarated. 

On Dec. 28 the three Americans were 
brought before some commanding otti- 
cer, wliose name they did not learn, bat 
it is presumed by them that it was 
General Weylor. rin y were told that 
Ruiz, the young Cuban, had committed 
suicide by slKxiting himself with a re- 
volver, which he had snatched from one 
of the guards. The thrive friends said 
nothing, but they d screditcd the sui- 
cide story and were firmly convinced 
that the young Cuban had been mur- 
dered. 

The trio of Americans wen^ offered 
th«;ir lil)erty and passage home if they 
signed a jmper swearing allegiance to 
the Queen of Spain, and proinisi'ig on 
oath to do all they could against the 
Cuban cause in the Unit»;d St.ites. Tliis 
thegr agreed to, and the three were re- 



TEXAN8 WHIP SPANISH. 

Orest Victory For the "Lon« Btmr" Baa- 
■•n 1b Caba. 
Ekt Wmt, Fhi., Jan. 11.— A letter 
has been received here from the Pinar 

del Rio country to the effect that the 
"Lone Star" company of Texas Rangers 
in the Cuban army had again distin- 
guished itself. From the reports it ap- 
pears tiM they defeated a mneh larger 
force than themselves, capturing the 
Spanish captain and taking a provision 
train the Spanish detaclimciit was 
guarding. It occurred near Palucio, 
south of San Christobal. 

A detachment of 300 Spanish cavalry 
was escorting a ti-ainload of ])rovi.sLoiis 
along this route, when iieaf tliat place 
they were halted by a sudden and tleroo 
lire from the hillside, by which they 
were ptasaiug. It was too steep to cliarge 
up and the Spaniards replied as best 
they could, and takintr shcltur on the 
opposite side of the roiul. Hardly had 
they done this when a crossfire was 
opened upon them from that side in 
their rear, the Tezans, who, by theway, 
only numbered 160 men,ambushing both 
sides of the road. 

The Spaniards then retreated down 
(he road hoping to draw the Cubans 
out. The Texans seeing them flee came 
out from one side, despite their officers' 
efforts to restrain them, and with reck- 
less ooara«e and shoatl of "Onbahbre," 
dashed after them. Chitting them well 
ont of their shelter, the Spaniards 
tamed and ponied in a hot fire, and 
then charged. The "Lone Star" bora 
met them and the shook . was terr iW»«

The second detachment of Texans 
came up at this moment, and the Spiin- 
iards again retreated, this time captur- 
ing Lieutenant Stone and placing him 
in the rear to prevent hii comrades from 
tiring on them. The gallant Texans 
were greatly enraged at this, and not- 

' thstanding that the Spaniards greatly 
outnumbered them, charged up with 
such fierceness tliat the Dons could not 
hold out. They fell back in disorder, 
and Stone was recovered. Captain Pa- 
vinia. the Spaiii.sh commander, was 
wounded and fell f.om his horse. He 
was immediately surrounded by tlie 
enemy, placed on a horse and taken off 
th(! field before his tfOOpi COOld tally 
and succor him. 

Th'^ Texans then returned to the 
train, and tiUdu>; possession of it car- 
tied it into the hills to Colonel Rogero's 
ramp. Titats, amis, ammunition ana 
provisions were in the convoy. The 
Spaniards left 15 dead and 40 wounded 
on the field, while the Cubans had five 
killed and 14 wounded. These they 
carried off with them. The Spaniards 
returned to the field several hoars later, 
and burled their deed and took their 
wounded away. 

MORE GUANABACOA HORRORS. 
A Bniail Seboelbojr Betehend Tor ll«fm> 

Ing to Hurrah For Spiiln. 

New York, .Jan. 11.— .\ special tc 
The World from Tampa, VU., siiys : A 
schoolboy of 10 ye^irs was killed in 
Guanabacoa on Thursday evening by ii 
Spanish patrol because he,, refused t(; 
hnrrah for Spain. The lad smiled when 
the soldiers asked him to hurrah, no 
comprehending what they wiintid 
Thev cursed him iis a "Cuban whcln.' 
butchered him not two sipiarcs fidiii 
his home aiul left his body in the str^ c, 

In the fields surrounding the city dog.- 
nave been seen eating hmnan flesh and 
gnawing human bones. 

More than 600 people have moved 
from Guanabacoa within 10 days. 

Another large pit with dead bodies in 
it. was discovered Thursday nuar Gu- 
anabacoa in thick nnderbmsh. De- 
composition was too far advanced to 
permit recognition of the bodies. It is 
supposed that these victims of Spanish 
craelt^ bdong to the poorer olaMoC that 
saburb, as nianj hare been reported 
••missing" hlbOj. 

An tamo Roginy, a native Cnban, 
forced to leave home as police were after 
him on sospidon, has arrived here. He 
says the raid at Oaobillias, called a 
Spanish victoiy, was a great Cnban suc- 
cess. The town was garrisoned by 500 
Spaniards, who had three cannon. 
Wednesday, Cnban insurgents under 
Major Sorres seised the oatpcsts and al- 
most captured the entire jdace before 
the Spaniards knew what was going on 

The cannon in one blockhouse was 
turned on the Spaniards and they re 
treated to the entrenchments. Major 
Sorres threw part of his fon-e in the 
reiU" of the Spjuiiards and routiul them 
The Cubans had iiianageil to spike one 
cannon, but the Cubans took th(( other 
two with them, as well as the coinplet< 
camp equipment, including ^ large sup- 
ply of ammnnitian.

there by the steamer Three Friends and 
carried them, as alleged, to Cuba 
when' they were safely landed. 

The information contained in the affi- 
davit could not be learned officially, but 
it was gleaned that Cai)tuiii Myers (h 
nied tliiit the vessel went toCulia. II 
stated that he wa,s out en a wnckiuf^ 
expedition, and that nothing eritnituil 
was connected with the actions of the 
vessel or lier cniw on the trip. The 
allldavit was at onco mailed to Wash- 
ington, and an answer as to whether or 
not the Dauntless can be. cleared for 
Neuvitas, Cuba, is expected in sfew 
days.

After the shooting no further 
effort was made to wipe ont the police 
A orowd of sereral hwrared wUeotvd at 
the saloon wherS the thootfag took 
fiaoe, however, and the pvoron foard 
had to fix bayonets and rasrge before 
the street was cleared.

WAwnwoTON, Jan, 11.— The fate ol 

the Pacific railrtKid funding bill, which 
ivas debated three days in the houst 
last week, will be decided t<Klay, when 
(he measure, with the pending amend- 
ments, will come to a vote under the 
ipecial order under which the honse is 
Iiroceeding. The Mil invdves the set- 
llement of the 1112, 000,000 of indebted- 
ness of the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific on the basis of an extension of 
over 80 years at 'i per cent, with an an- 
nual extinguishment payment on the 
principal at the rate of |866,000 for the 
first 10 years, $580,000 for the second !G 
years and |7ij0,0OO for the riMiiainin>j 
years. It involves as the alternative of 
its defeat the probable iniiiiediate fore- 
closure of the government's lien and the 
sale of the property. 

It is the culmination of the stmggle 
which has gone on in congress for a 
dozen years to secure some sort of an 
adjustment of the Pacific railroafl in- 
debtedness on the ba.sis of an extension 
as it has bcMi ai)]>arent for a long period 
tliat the road would defa ilt wlien the 
bonds matured. The interests at stake 
are gigantic and the friends of tlie bill 
are straining every nerve. The opjio- 
nents of tlie measure are also active 
and the result is awaited with intense 
interest. Each side claims to be vic- 
torous. Roth sides have made polls ot 
the members npou whloh thoy predict 

their claims. 

Before the final vote is taken tlie 
IjcII and Harrison substitutes, both ot 
which are iieiiding, will Is' voted upon. 
The former providi'S that if the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific will dis- 
charge th(> first mortgage indebtedness 
of ft)! ,(»(Hi,oo(» so as to advance the gov- 
ernment's lien to a first mortgage the 
governineiit will agree to an extension 
of the debt at a low rate of interest. 

The Harrison snbstitnte provides for 
the creation of a commission consisting 
of the secretary of the treasury, the sec- 
retary of the interior and the attorney 
general for thesettle nent of the debt on 
a basis fair to the nMids and just to the 
government.

Robert Laugblin, who was convicted of 
the murder ot his wife and niece, paid 
th^rpenalty by hanfilngby the neck until 
dead. 

Laugblin wap alone ail day yesterday 
except when he was visited by his fam- 
ily and apiritual adviser, Rev. J. A. Lee, 
of Covington. TIo reftiseil to be inter- 
viewed by newspaper men and would not 
talk mneb to anyone. 

It was i]uite a touching scene when his 
immediate relatives were bidding their 
last farewell. His aged father knelt by 
his side in the cell and prayed. After he 
had finished he broke from the jail ring- 
ing his hand, and crying. 

Laat night Laugblin wrote a letter 
to Walling and Jaokaon. Hia death 
watches Messrs. James Ilickey and W'. J. 
McAtee said that he slept but little. 

At early dawn people began to come 
into town and kept up In a ateady atream 
until 9 o'clock. 

The aaloona were closed at 8 o'clock In 
order to prevent a drunken riot. 

About 8;.'>0 o clock the door of the 
inclOBure was opened to admit the per- 
aons who held the tickets of admission. 
Theie was a rush and jam that finally 
overpowered the guarda, the whole mat- 
ter ended in a general riot, all of the 
enclosure being torn down. 

Xo one was hurt and it seemed that 
the only desire of the crowd was to 
see the banging. 

Sheriff Hook went to Laughlin's ( ell at 
8:35 o'clock and read the death warrant 
after which he told him that he wonld 
give him one hour in which to make his 
tioal preparations. He spent the whole 
time in praying. Rev. Lee and Lawyer 
Doniphan sitting by his side. 

He was then taken from the cell and 
escorted to the acaiold by Sheriff Hook 
and Deputv Breeze. 

Never did a man show stronger nerve. 
He walked upon the scaffold of death 
without the least bit of assistance. 

Sheriff Hook placed the nooae around 
his neck while Deputy Braeae OMkflaed 
his arms and legs with straps. 

Then prayer waa offered for the mnr* 

derer by Rev. I.ee, after which ha aaug 
the hymn "Nearer HomeTo^y.'* 
Sheriff Hook placed the cap over 

Laughlin's face at the conclncion of the 
hyniu and then sprang tliu trap wliich 
fell at 9:29 o'clock. 

K.xactly nine minutes afterwardf^, l>r<<. 
Bradford and Wallin pronounced Laugb- 
lin <lead. 

The body was cut down at 0.44 o'clock 
and taken charge of by Undertaker WiU 
liani Hamilton, of Augusta, to be re- 
moved U> old man Laughlin's home. 

The burial takes place Sunday at the

Fitzgerald, whose 
keen eye picked out the right clues on 
that fateful day after the murder, aud 
whose untiring energy wove them into a 
web around Laugblin, from the meshes 
of which the marderereoold see no escape. 
Fitzgerald was ofl duty the day after the 
murder, but hearing of the crime, went 
<lown to look aroond. Witboat a word 
he listened to the story of I.<aughlin, who 
said that two atrange men entere<l the 
houaa and eommltted the double crime, 
and that he ran a quarter of a mile over 
the frozen ground in his stocking feet to 
summon help, "^en Fitzgerald exam- 
ined Laughlin's feet and found no bruises. 
He then demandeii to see Laughlin's un- 
derwear, and when this was expoeed evi- 
dence of hit, guilt was seen. In a few 
hours Laugblin would have Iiad a chance 
to dispose of his blood-stained garments, 
and all evidence of hie crime would have 
been gone. Fitzgerald modeatly dis* 
claimed any credit for his work, but it 
has not been overlooked by the law- 
abiding folfca of Bracken Oonnty."
